Upon the platform were seated the mem­ 
bers of the faculty, trustees and prominent 
visitors, aud the membcrsof the graduating 
class. Among Uie faces thus seen were 
those of Senator T O Howe, of Green Ray; 
State Superintendent Whitford, Revs. I S 
Eldridge, Wardner, and Whitford, County 
Superintendent W ll Taylor,of Walworth, 
Prole. J N Humphrey, of Road du Lac; A 
A Miller, of Waukesha; J L> Rjnd. of tit. 
Paul; E Swianey, oi Fountain City; ll D 
Ktnney, of Mazamania; D Kinncr, cf

President Robert Whitford presided, and

THE CHUSADES - C. T. CLARKE. 
Toe m e of tho Crusades has been at­ 
tributed to Peter ih3 Hermit, a native of 
France, who had witnessed lue cruelties of 
the visitors of Jerusalem. lo 1005 the first 
expedition started lur the Holy Land. Vast 
numbers of men, women and children, en­ 
tered upon the expedition, few of whom 
ever returned to tell the Ute of their vic­ 
tory. Three years after the Crusaders 
first started, Jerusalem was delivered from 
the Turks, aud it remained in possession 
of the Europeans for about filly years. 
Although the object ot the Crn«*o-*a 
a complete failure, and the lr ss of hum in 
life w&3 enorm ms, they produced some 
important results. Rapid was the progress 
in civilization, arts, manufactures and 
commerce, during tho two hundred years 
of the Crusades, and this progress has bien 
Attributed to thebenincent influence ol the 
Holy Wars. 


TUE REST E nCC ATO N — EDWARD D. DIKE. 
Mr. Dike first traced the development 
of the earth through geological time snow­ 
ing that the plan or creation was one of 
progression, and then spoke of the infinite 
variety ol the works ot nature.
